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OMELESSNESS 
charities and people 
working with 
rough sleepers in 
Hackney came together 
to discuss how they can 
better work with each other 
at the second annual Rough 
Sleeping Summit. 

More than 80 people 
attended the event at the 
Tomlinson Centre, E8, 
on 22 February. Speakers 
included the Mayor of 
Hackney, Philip Glanville; 
Jeremy Swain, Director, 
Homelessness and Rough 
Sleeping at the Ministry of 
Housing, Communities 
and Local Government; 
and Cllr Rebecca Rennison, 
Cabinet Member with 
responsibility for 
homelessness and 
rough sleeping. 

Jeremy, former CEO 
of homelessness charity 
Thames Reach, gave an 
overview of Government 
policy and priorities for the 
year ahead. 

Other speakers presented 
a focused local view, before 
a series of workshops to 
identify the main challenges 
and ideas for tackling them. 

Cllr Rennison said: “The 
fact that so many people 
from so many different 
organisations came together 
like this is testament to how 
seriously we all take the 
causes of rough sleeping and 
how committed we are to

working together to end it. 

“While official figures 
show a small increase in the 
number of people sleeping 
rough in Hackney, and our 
figures are low compared 
to other boroughs, we’re 
clear that there is no need 
for anyone to sleep rough 


in Hackney but too many 
people are. 

“The causes of rough 
sleeping are incredibly 
complex, and a reduction 
in Government funding for 
welfare and mental health 
services were repeatedly 
mentioned throughout 
the summit. 

“We can’t solve these 
issues alone, so it was great 
to see such determination to 
find ways to support people 
who need us.” 

Teams from across the 
Council joined members 
of Hackney’s community 
and voluntary sector and 
a number of organisations 
at the summit; many of 
whom are members of 
the Hackney Homeless 
Partnership Board, chaired 
by the Council. 

Some of the key ideas 
and issues raised included 


improving communications 
between organisations 
involved in tackling rough 
sleeping, the need to 
understand the isolation 
those living on the streets 
can feel, and the need for 
services to be approachable 
and friendly. 

Attendees also highlighted 
the need to remove the 
stigma and prejudices 
around homelessness and 
the circumstances that lead 
to it, and to focus on the 
positive things that people 
can achieve. 

Stephen Robertson, 

CEO of The Big Issue 
Foundation, said: “It 
was great to see so 
much commitment to 
working together. Solving 
homelessness can’t be done 
by one organisation alone. 

“This is partnership 
working at the next level.”

Box Arena is set to 
become the newest 
venue for the Lawn 
Tennis Association (LTA). 

It is the first time that 
a Fed Cup or Davis Cup 
has been staged in East 
London. The arena, in 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park, will host Great Britain 
versus Kazakhstan, from 20 
to 21 April, in the Fed Cup’s 
women’s play-off. 

GB Fed Cup Captain 
Anne Keothavong, who 
grew up in Hackney, and 
LTA Chief Executive 
Scott Lloyd made the 
announcement when they 
visited Clapton Girls’ 
Academy, E5, last month. 


The pair played tennis and 
took questions from Year 
Nine Pupils at the school. 

Anne said: “It’s very 
special to come back to my 
home borough of Hackney. 
Having grown up and 
started playing tennis here, 

I never dreamt that one day 
I would be coming back 
and leading the British team 
in what is the world cup of 
women’s team tennis. 

“It just goes to show 


the power of sport and 
demonstrates to these 
young women what can be 
achieved if you work hard.” 

Scott added: “We are 
very proud to bring our Fed 
Cup tie against Kazakhstan 
to East London. Building 
on the success of the 2012 
Olympic Games, we are 
hoping the backdrop of an 
iconic venue like the Copper 
Box Arena will spur our 
team onto victory. 


“We want to enable 
as many fans as possible 
to attend and give new 
audiences the opportunity 
to experience the thrill of 
live tennis.” 

Great Britain will battle it 
out over two days playing 
two singles matches on 
Saturday, with the reverse 
singles and doubles on 
Easter Sunday. Ticket prices 
start from £6 for children 
under 16 and £12 for adults.

Call for fairer 
council funding 

THE Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, is calling on the 
Government to rethink its 
proposals to change how 
councils are funded, which 
would see urban areas lose 
even more money. 

Since 2010, the Government 
has reduced the Council’s 
core budget by £140 million - 
a cut of 45 per cent and the equivalent of £529 per person. 
It’s planning to cut a further £30 million over the next 
three years. 

It is now proposing to change the formula for how councils 
are funded nationally, which would see rural areas receive 
more money, and urban areas face even deeper cuts. 

Its plans are currently being consulted on, and include 
removing deprivation levels as a funding factor; removing 
homelessness as a separate funding factor; removing 
concessionary travel as a separate funding factor; and 
introducing ‘remoteness’ as a new funding factor. 

In a letter to James Brokenshire, Secretary of State for 
Housing, Communities and Local Government, Mayor 
Glanville said: “Your department’s proposals would 
severely impact our ability to protect our most vulnerable 
residents from the impacts of austerity, nevermind how we 
would continue our other functions and responsibilities. 

“A decade of funding cuts and rising demand for local 
government services has put the financial sustainability 
of the sector in question. We have had to make drastic 
savings to ensure our front-line services carried on to meet 
rising need and ensure the high standards our residents 
expect are maintained. We have innovated to balance the 
books - a process that gets harder every year. 

“This review shows that your proposed plans to divert 
funding away from inner city areas would threaten our 
ambitions, impact on our communities and residents, and 
our services. I urge you to provide additional resources as 
part of the 2019 Spending Review to ensure that no single 
authority will see their funding reduce.”

• Stage 4: Applicants successful at Stage 3 present their business idea and plan to an 
independent Dragons' Den panel on 24 th September 2019 - funding then approved for 
successful applicants.

T WO new 

commitments to 
creating a better 
deal for Hackney’s 
34,000 private renters have 
been made. The Council 
began enforcement of its 
new approach to tackling 
rogue landlords and 
launched a campaign 
to protect renters from 
unfair evictions. 

From the start of this 
month, nearly 10,000 
landlords in Hackney 
could face hefty fines and 
criminal prosecution as 
enforcement of property 
licensing powers aiming to 
crack down on hazardous 
housing and mistreatment 
of renters begins. 

The new measures 
mean that landlords of all 
homes in the Brownswood, 
Cazenove and Stoke 
Newington wards, 
alongside all Houses in 
Multiple Occupation 
(HMOs) across Hackney, 
need to hold a licence 
committing them to keeping 
their properties safe and 
treating tenants fairly. 

Research from the 
Council’s #BetterRenting 
campaign estimates that 
up to one in five of these 
homes suffer from issues 
like broken boilers, 
damp and mould or 
vermin infestations.

Protecting renters 


The Council is taking a tougher approach 
to tackling rogue landlords and 
campaigning to end unfair evictions 


Landlords of all privately rented homes in Brownswood, Cazenove, and Stoke Newington wards, alongside HMOs, need to hold a licence committing them to keeping their properties safe 



Those who don’t comply 
can face tough punishment, 
including penalties of 
up to £30,000 or a 
criminal prosecution 
with unlimited fines. 

In a further move to 
support renters in Hackney, 
the Council has joined 
renters’ group Generation 
Rent’s ‘End Unfair 
Evictions’ campaign to 
push for a change in the 
law that would prevent 
private renters being

evicted through no fault 
of their own. This will see 
them lobby Government 
to scrap Section 21 - a rule 
which lets private landlords 
evict tenants with as little as 
two months’ notice without 
having to give a reason. 

Research by Generation 
Rent has shown that 
Section 21 evictions 
are the leading cause of 
homelessness in England. 

With over 30,000 
households in the borough 
now renting privately, 
nearly one in three residents 
are vulnerable to eviction 
with little notice and 
through no fault of their 
own. Landlords who fail 
to get a licence under the 
Council’s new property 
licensing measures 
are already prevented 
from undertaking 
Section 21 evictions. 

Cllr Sem Moema, 
Mayoral Adviser for Private 
Renting and Housing 
Affordability, said: “With 


renting privately now 
the only option for many 
people in Hackney, it’s 
a disgrace that so many 
families are denied a stable 
and secure home due to the 
Government’s failure to 
give renters the protection 
they deserve. 

“That’s why we’re 
challenging them to put an 
end to no-fault evictions 
- the main barrier to a 
stable home for renters 
and a leading cause of 


homelessness in Hackney. 

“But in the meantime, 
we’re not prepared to stand 
by and let landlords exploit 
Hackney’s housing crisis 
by letting out homes that 
don’t meet the standards 
we expect. 

“As our new licensing 
measures show, we’re also 
taking every action we can 
to tackle rogue landlords 
and create a better deal 
for renters in Hackney 
here and now.”

IA Colman’s 
cess at the 
cars might 
ave won all the 


headlines last month, but 
in Hackney another film 
event was challenging 
the industry’s entrenched 
inequalities in a quieter yet 
more radical way. 

The premiere of Project 
50-50 on 16 February 
saw the work of 75 
young cinematographers, 
producers, set and costume 
designers, sound technicians 
and more celebrated at a 
VIP screening in Shoreditch. 

The glamorous event was 
the result of months of hard 
work, both by the young 
people themselves and by 
Hackney charity Eastside 
Educational Trust. 

Matt Lane, CEO of 
the charity, explains: 

“Our vision is a future 
in which all children 
and young people’s 
creativity is unlocked, 
nurtured and celebrated.” 

The charity is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary this 
year, but its work seems 
more urgent than ever. A 
recently published report 
from the British Film 
Institute revealed that only 
three per cent of the UK’s 
film production workforce 
is from a minority ethnic 
background and just 12 
per cent come from ‘less 
advantaged socio-economic 
backgrounds’. Women, 
meanwhile, are paid 
£3,000 less on average 
than male counterparts. 

Appropriate, then, that 
the theme of Project 50-50 
was ‘imbalance’. Matt says: 
“It was selected following 
the revelations of gender 
pay gaps within the creative 
and cultural industries 
and against the context 
of allegations against 
Harvey Weinstein, which 
sparked the #metoo and 
‘Time’s Up’ movements.” 

In an ambitious move, 
the charity decided to 
take the subject beyond 
the theoretical. Not only 
would the project produce 



Tackling imbalance

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films on the subject, but the 
process and people behind 
those films would reflect the 
theme too. 

“Our goal was to recruit 
a company of gender 
balanced participants who 
reflected the ethnic diversity 
of our city,” says Matt. The 
group wanted to: “Make 
a bold statement to the TV 
and film industry about 
what can be achieved when 
young people from diverse 
backgrounds come together 
to make work.” 

To that end, 75 young 


people, aged between 18 
and 24 years old, were 
recruited at the start of 
last summer. Each had 
an interest in film - be it 
writing, directing, editing 
or other behind-the-scenes 
roles. Together they 
represented something 


quite radical in the film 
world: a true range 
of ethnicities, social 
demographics and gender. 

Split into four teams, 
they were given a brief: 
“To explore the idea of 
a world in which one 
‘part’ of society has been 


completely wiped out,” 
says Matt. Adding: “In one 
film it could be a world 
without men, in another a 
world without emotion, in 
another a world without 
music or social media. 

“We wanted to explore 
these worlds created as a 
result of such imbalance 
and discover how the 
stories connect.” 

The young participants 
were supported by a team 
of over 20 film and TV 
professionals, delivering 
workshops in screenwriting, 


casting, cinematography, 
production design, 
direction, lighting and 
sound. Dedicated mentors 
also worked closely with 
each team. The resulting 
four short films were all 
shot in Hackney, largely 
in the Council-run Stoke 
Newington Town Hall. 

After the filming, there 
was post production, 
editing, colour grading 
and finally, last month, 
a premiere in which the 
students got to see, for the 
very first time, the fruit of 
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Eastside’s mission is to develop 
the creative thinking of children 

and young people

all their work. The films are 
now available online. 

Matt says: “I hope 
that each young person 
feels proud of their own 
particular contribution 
to this programme and 
through participating 
have developed a deeper 
understanding of their own 
strengths and weaknesses. 

“I hope they have learnt 
and developed some really 
useful technical skills, 
built up their professional 
networks and made a 
piece of film which will 


enhance their CVs and 
showreels. I hope that they 
will feel prepared to 
enter the film and TV 
industry with a refreshed 
sense of confidence and that 
they will now feel 
very much part of the 
Eastside community.” 

Student Ren Mars 
agrees he’s learnt a lot. 

He says: “I learnt how to 
cooperate a bit better with 
people, how to mind my 
temper, and how to keep 
my cool and communicate 
more effectively during 


instances of communication 
breakdown in a group. 

“I also learnt when, 
and how, to step into a 
leadership role to assist 
others and guide a group 
better when necessary.” 

Fellow student Isabel 
Ion adds: “People outside 
of the industry, like my 
family, definitely think 
filmmaking is a crazy 
thing to want to do, and 
people inside the industry 
are always talking about 
how much hard graft and 
instability you have to go 


through for small success. 

“I’ve always been worried 
about that side of it, but the 
project helped me realise 
that if you have a good time 
and make a good film out 
of it, all of that is besides 
the point and it’s a very 
rewarding path.”

W HEN I was a 
kid, I wanted 
to be a rock 
star,” says 
Adam All. “Then I 
wanted to be a comedian. 
Then, for a bit, a boy. I 
thought about it recently 
and it struck me that Fve 
accidentally realised all 
those childhood dreams!” 

It’s true. Adam All is 
currently the UK’s most 
successful drag king. 
BOiBOX, the night he runs 
with his partner Apple 
Derrieres, regularly packs 
out The Glory on Kingsland 
Road. He and Derrieres live 
together in Hackney and are 
getting married in August. 
But things haven’t always 
been this rosy for him. 

Growing up as a girl 
called Jen in early 90s 
Winchester was, says Adam: 
“Hard. It was hard to find 
a place I fitted in. I wasn’t 
allowed to play football 
at school, or even wear 
trousers. I had to grow my 
hair long, which I hated. 

It was just expected that 
I’d want to feel pretty, that 
I’d find that somehow 
empowering. But it didn’t 
feel like that to me. Instead, 
it was deeply confusing.” 

Not fitting the narrow 
definition of femininity 
that young girls were 
expected to fall into 
was difficult. “For a 
while I thought I might 
be trans, but then, at 
19,1 was introduced 
to the idea of non¬ 
binary, or gender 
neutrality, and it 
just clicked,” 
says Adam. 

Adam 

realised for the 
first time that 
was who he 
was. It was the 
space in which 
he could belong. 

“I started 
thinking really 
deeply about the 
narrow definitions 
and distinctions 
we subconsciously 
absorb,” he 




says. “How tiny signals, 
like bigger eyebrows or a 
slightly wider jaw trigger 
responses in us about things 
as particular as ‘should that 
person hold the door open 
for me, or vice versa?’ I 
found it fascinating.” 
Having come out at 
the age of 14, Adam had 
begun going to gay 
_ clubs for years 
and encountered 
a thriving drag 
queen scene 
where people 
were flirting 
with these 
distinctions. 
Adam began 
experimenting 
with drag at 17, 
wearing a suit 
and drawing on a 
moustache. Yet, there 
were few drag kings to be 
found in the clubs. 

In fact, it wasn’t 
until 2008 that, as 
Adam puts it: “I finally 
worked up the balls to

perform because I had real 
confidence issues.” 

The idea of being under 
the spotlight would bring 
him out in a panic attack, 
perhaps, he says, because 
of that sense, absorbed so 
early, that he didn’t fit in. 

In the end, Adam was 
given no choice. He says: 
“A friend booked me in for 
a showcase night and said, 
‘that’s it. You’ve got six 
weeks to sort it out. Stop 


talking about it, and do it’. 

“It was one of the most 
terrifying nights of my life. 
But also one of the most 
fulfilling. I had half an 
hour, which is a long time 
for your first show. 

“I prepared six songs and 
tested some banter on my 
friend. I was so nervous, 

I don’t really remember 
anything about the night 
itself. But the next morning 
I realised I’d pulled all the 


muscles in my face because 
I’d grinned so hard.” 

Soon, performing became 
a regular gig. He says: “My 
parents were worried at 
first because it’s not a very 
financially stable path to 
pursue and they could see 
that it was starting to take 
over my life. But when they 
realised how passionate I 
was about it, they let me get 
on with it.” 

Then they came to a 
show. Adam says: “They 
really didn’t expect to enjoy 
it, but they went wild. At the 
end, my mum was trying on 
my glasses and posing for 
pictures and shouting: ‘I’m 
Adam’s mum!”’ 

Eight years ago, Adam 
found another champion in 
Apple Derrieres. Together 
they created BOiBOX and 
built it into the successful, 
inclusive night it is today. 
Last year, they started Open 
Box, an open mic night 
billed as BOiBOX’s baby 
brother. And eventually, 


others were inspired to take 
to the stage. 

“The drag king scene is 
exploding right now,” says 
Adam. “It’s going from 
strength to strength with 
people proving it’s a totally 
valid art form. It’s just as 
empowering and political as 
the drag queens.” 

Adam’s diary is testament 
to this: filled with bookings 
across London and the UK. 
Throughout March and 
April he will be presenting 
‘Man Up’, the annual drag 
king competition run at 
The Glory. 

Yet, Adam’s mission 
remains unchanged from 
those early days. He says: 

“I just want to encourage 
others to find the freedom to 
express who they truly are.”

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your green 
questions answered 

Q: How can I save money and reduce my plastic usage 
to clean at home? 

A: One cheap and easy way to clean at home is to use 
vinegar and leftover orange peel. Simply fill an old jam 
jar with the peel and add distilled vinegar. Close the jar 
and store in a dark place for two weeks. Then, compost 
the peels and transfer the remaining mixture to a spray 
bottle, mixing it 50-50 with water and adding a few drops 
of tea tree oil, which is antibacterial. You’re now ready to 
clean. The combined ingredients for this cost about 30p, 
compared with around £2.50 for a plastic spray bottle of 
household cleaner.

IN 1871 a student choir from Nashville, 
Tennessee, toured the UK, singing in front of 
Queen Victoria and at the Hackney Empire. 
But this was no ordinary choir. The Fisk 
Jubilee Singers were freed slaves. 

For the first time in history, Britain’s 
cathedrals and concert halls were flooded 
with the sound of plantation spirituals. 

The choir were singing not only for their 
supper, but for the right of all African 
Americans to be educated. 

A century and a half later, the Empire is 
retelling their extraordinary story on its 


stage. Working from diaries, historical 
records and the choir’s own songbook, 
composer Harvey Brough and librettist 
Justin Butcher have reconstructed the 
singers’ struggles against racial abuse and 
physical hardship as well as their eventual 
international acclaim.

Clive Jenkins and the ASTMS Union 

Until 2 June, Sutton House, 2 & 4 Homerton High St, E9 6JQ 


WITH its five-century-long run as a haven 
for big ideas, Sutton House’s more recent 
history is sometimes overlooked. But a new 
exhibition is set to change that. 

‘Clive Jenkins and the Association of 
Scientific, Technical and Managerial Staffs 
(ASTMS) Union’ explores the three decades 
in which the overlooked and eccentric figure 
made the house his home. During the spring 
of 1953, the Association of Supervisory 
Staffs, Executives and Technicians took up 
tenancy of Sutton House, merging with the 
Association of Scientific Workers in 1968 
and remaining at the house till the 80s, after 
which it fell into disrepair. 


Their leader, Clive Jenkins, was an 
extraordinary character who achieved fame 
both for his impassioned speeches and his 
‘love affair with claret’. 

His office, in the rather ostentatious grand 
Linenfold Parlour, has been painstakingly 
recreated for the new exhibition. The revival 
of previously unseen images and accounts 
from the museum archives recreates his 
spirit, while recorded stories recount first¬ 
hand experience of the ASTMS itself.

Want a career in culture? 
STEP into the Smithsonian 

WANT a career in the cultural sector? Fancy an all¬ 
expenses paid trip to America, to study in the world’s 
largest museum? It might sound like a dream, but a new 
programme is looking for young East Londoners to do 
exactly that. 

Young residents who are passionate about pursuing a 
career in the cultural sector (museums, galleries, theatre, 
dance, performance and music) are being invited to apply 
to ‘STEP into the Smithsonian’. 

Should they be selected, applicants will be sent to a 
three-day bootcamp before flying to Washington DC for a 
three-week course at the Smithsonian Institution.

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below.

Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
